of the City—It's a Go. 


Within thejjpast few days Mr. E. A. 


Jones has discovered another bed of good 
gravel on his 160 acre farm west of the 
Jones' school house north of the city. 
The supply is ample to gravel several 
miles of country road, and it has been 
decided to have the improvement started 
last year at the end of North Water 
street completed at once to the Hickory 
towpship line and fill in the gap south of 
Division street to the end of the brick 
pavement. Bids for the work will be re- 
ceived at as early a date as possible and 
the gravel will be put in the road. It is 
expected that the city will gravel its 
side of Water street north to Division, 
getting the supply from the Jones bank. 


The present graveled road is acknowl- 


edged to be the best road out, of the city, 
and now that the experiment has proven 
a success, no doubt other roads will be 
improved in a like manner. The im- 
provement contemplated embraces a 
mile in extent, which will give the people 
two miles of graveled road.

He spent his time here starting 
the erection of the new Presbyterian 
church, and in conferring with the Epis- 
copal people. The plans tor the new St. 
John's church to be erected on the eccle- 
siastical lot 93x134% feet, at the corner 
of West Eldorado and Church streets 
were submitted to the Episcopal build- 
ing committee tor final approval. The 
plans as drawn were accepted, and bids 
for the construction were received from 
several parties. 
Although the contract 


is not signed it is practically awarded to 
a firm whose name will be made known 
in due time. 


The extreme dimensions of the new 


church will be 70x108 feet. 
The church 


will be built of brown sandstone in tbe 
early English gothio style, treated wifh 
bold rock face and will be completely 
finished on all sides. 


The size of tbe chnrch will be: Audi- 


torium 45x60 feet, in front of which are 
two porches or vestibules and in the cen- 
ter between is a semi-circular baptistry, 
which forms the principal feature of the 
west front. 
On the Eldorado street side 


next the corner is the main tower with 
entrance on the south side. This tower 
is 16 feet square and is seventy-five feet 
high, built of stone, above which is a cop- 
per balustrade or cornice and slate roof 
surmounted by a heavy copper cross. 
Total height over 100 feet. 


At the rear of the audience room is the 


chancel 26 feet wide and 30 feet deep. 
At the left or north side is the organ 
chamber and also the choir room, con- 
necting at the rear cf the chancel by an 
ambulatory with the clergy room and 
vestry, entered from the Eldorado street 
side through a handsome stone porch. 


The auditorium will be finished to the 


peak of the roof, 40 feet high, with pan- 
eled oak ceiling and rich ornamental 
trusses. 


The windows will be filled with stained 


glass much of which is already promised 
as memorial windows. 


The present church on Water street 


will be moved to the rear of the new 
church facing on Eldorado, and will form 
the chapel and Sabbath school rooms, 
connected closely with the new edifice 
by a passageway. 


It is the purpose of Mr. Starbuck to
